THIS week is Bridport Literary Festival and to 
mark the event this week's subject is the town's 
Library Manager Janice Bourbon. 

Janice has worked at the Bridport Library for 
26 years and has been manager for the past six. 

Janice is a book-lover herself and when she 
finds the time she enjoys writing her own po¬ 
etry. 

Having been born in Bridport Janice moved 
away to university and then spent time living in 
Somerton before returning home. 

She now lives in West Allington with her hus¬ 
band and her youngest son. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

It's got all sorts of people in and it's quite cosmopolitan 
really. There are lots of interesting people. It's a beauti¬ 
ful setting and I like being near the sea. It's great to 
have such beautiful countryside so close to the sea. I 
like the landscape because I hate flat places. My worst 
nightmare would be living somewhere like the plains 
in Kansas. 

■ WHAT would you like to change about the town? 

I wouldn't like to see too many chain stores coming to 
the town, I'd like Bridport to keep its individuality. 

I wouldn't like it to get like lots of other places, it's quite 
individual and idiosyncratic really. 

■ WHAT would you recommended as a winter 
read? 

I'm very fond of Thomas Hardy actually. I find there are 
lots of comic bits in Hardy and it's not all doom and 
gloom. It's quite entertaining. 

I like "Under the Greenwood Tree" and also "A Fellow 
Townsman" which is a short story set in Bridport and 
you can still recognise it even now. 

That would be a good short winter read I suppose. 

■ WHICH three books would you want with you on 
a desert island? 

I'd have "The Great Gatsby" because I like F. Scott 
Fitzgerald. I love his style of writing and that's been a 
favourite book for a long time. 

Probably something like "The Rattlebag" which is a 
collection of poetry edited by Seamus Heaney and 
probably a Hardy because it's very much my roots. I 
think that even today you can recognise a lot of the 
places in his books and the people, the local colour. 

■ WHAT has been the biggest achievement in your 
life? 

Probably being married for 37 years. That's quite a big 
achievement these days and I'm still smiling. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Well perhaps I'll be retired in five years time and I'll have 
more time and enough energy left to do some things 
that I've put on hold. 



I'd like to just spend more time relaxing, exploring and 
maybe do some more travelling. I haven't done a lot of 
travelling and believe it or not the first time I went on 
an aeroplane was last year. That was quite exciting so 
I'm up to go again. I went to Dubai then and next Easter 
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I am going to Carolina and Georgia with my sister and 
her family. 

■ HAVE you ever tried writing yourself? 

I have tried writing and mainly poems. I have written a 
few stories but nothing on the scale of"War and Peace" 
or anything. I quite like writing poetry because I like 
words and unusual ways of saying things and analogies. 
It is also quite therapeutic writing poems. If you are feel¬ 
ing very unhappy or conversely very happy, writing is 
quite a good therapy. 

■ WHO is your favourite poet? 

I like Gerard Manley Hopkins because I like his imagery 
but I like all sorts really. I like Elliot and Robert Frost and 
I like comic poets, as well, like John Hegley. 

■ WHAT events do you have coming up at the li¬ 
brary? 

The week after next we have a slot for people coming 
to enter the BBC's My Story competition. That is on 
Wednesday, November 25 th from 9:30am to 1 pm. Peo¬ 
ple can come and get help with their writing and learn 
how they could format it and get a few tips. 

■ WHAT do you think of Bridport's reputation in the 
literary world? 

It's really good, the short story competition the Bridport 
Prize is very popular now. I remember helping Mrs 
Chapman-Andrews years ago in her kitchen sort out the 
entries. The money from that really launched the arts 
centre and it's grown into a really big thing and it's really 
good. 

Bridport does have a lot of arts going on and there are 
so many local people here who are skilled with music 
and painting and crafts and writing. It is a very creative 
centre. I think it is quite flourishing. Obviously it breeds 
creative people. As soon as you get a bit of a reputation 
it grows and flourishes. 

■ IF you could be remembered for just one thing 
what would you like that to be? 

I'd like to be remembered as being approachable and 
being a good listener. A friendly person who is always 
there for people.

family was driving across 
the River Char in Gassons 
Lane when their car stalled 
with water covering the 
bonnet. 

They scrambled on to the 
roof and waited until fire¬ 
men from Charmouth and 
Lyme arrived to rescue 
them. 

On the A35 west of the 
Bridport a four-wheel 
drive vehicle towing a car¬ 
avan were blown off the 
dual carriageway into a 
field - but the driver and 
his passenger escaped un¬ 
injured. 


Bridport market was hit 
with most traders deciding 
not to take the risk. But 
Isobel Green braved the 
weather to advertise St 
Mary’s Church’s regular 
coffee morning. 

At Mosterton, north of 
Beaminster, fire crews, in¬ 
cluding the Special Rescue 
Unit from Weymouth, 
were called to rescue a 
woman trapped in her in 
floodwater. 

While they were there a 
second vehicle also be¬ 
came stuck and firefighters 
helped its two occupants to 
safety. 


A woman needed rescu¬ 
ing from her car stuck in a 
flooded road near Broad- 
windsor the same night. 

And, in Dorchester trees 
were blown over in the 
town centre and a Filipino 
sailor died in Dorset 
County Hospital after he 
was winched from a tanker 
moored in Portland Har¬ 
bour suffering from 
breathing difficulties. 

Over the weekend in 
West Bay waves crashed 
over the harbour wall and 
a dog had to be rescued by 
coastguards after falling 
off the top of cliffs and be¬ 


coming trapped on a ledge. 

Fences were blown 
down and roof tiles blown 
away at the height of the 
storm. 

The Environment 
Agency said they had no 
reports of homes being 
flooded - but warned peo¬ 
ple to avoid the coast due 
to high tides and winds. 

A spokesman said on 
Saturday: “Tides are very 
high at the moment. It is 
very treacherous all along 
the coast.”

CHARMINSTER tree surgeon Mar¬ 
tin Cake has come up with the novel 
idea of people renting their Christ¬ 
mas tree and claims “A tree is for 
life, not just Christmas!” 

Dubbed “The Christmas Tree 
Man”, Martin is a passionate envi¬ 
ronmentalist and came up with the 
idea of renting then replanting 
Christmas trees as a way ensuring 
that one day not a single one will be 
thrown away after Christmas, and 
that they will all be returned to the 
ground. 

He came up with the idea last year 
just selling locally but his scheme 
was picked up by Radio 2’s Chris 
Evans who immediately purchased 
one and campaigned for others to do 
the same. 

Martin explained: “We are the 
UK’s only environmentally friendly 
Christmas Tree Service. When you 
rent a tree from us we will deliver it 
to your door. 

It will come in a pot which keeps 
the tree alive. You will be given some 
feed to keep the tree healthy and 
when Christmas is over we will pick 
your tree up and return it to the 
ground where it will provide an 
ecosystem for wildlife and will con-

tinue to convert carbon dioxide into 
oxygen and counteract global warm¬ 
ing. 

“If you want, we can label your tree 
so you get the same one each year. 
We have a special rooting system 
which prevents the trees growing 
taller too quickly but makes them 
bushier and healthier throughout the 
year. This means you can have the 
same tree for several years before it 
gets too tall. When the tree does be¬ 
come too tall for your home, it will 
go out again to schools or businesses 
and will eventually be given away to 
a worthy cause where it be kept alive 
for the rest of its natural life.” 

Helped by website designer Julian 
May of Westcountry Online Limited, 
the scheme has now gone online and 
the trees are sold nationally and are 
proving a great success. 

Besides Evans and hundreds of 
others, the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury, Royal Bank of Scotland and 
Westland Helicopters have pur¬ 
chased trees. 

There are a range of trees to choose 
from starting at £49 for a 5ft Norwe¬ 


gian Spruce and seems the ideal way 
of making sure you don’t have the 
trouble of sweeping up all those nee¬ 
dles after Christmas whilst doing 
your bit to help the environment.

So they break the hearts of kith and kin, 
And they roam the world at will.

Volunteers needed 
if trust is to survive

THE Bridport branch of 
the National Childbirth 
Trust is due to celebrate its 
25 th anniversary next year 
- but group leaders have 
warned they may not sur¬ 
vive Christmas unless new 
volunteers come forward. 

The group runs a bumps 
and babies group in Brid¬ 
port on a Monday morning 
providing vital support for 
expecting mothers and 
new parents and also runs 
regular open house ses¬ 
sions. 

The Axminster branch of 
the group closed last year 
leaving Bridport as the 
only group between 
Dorchester, Yeovil and Ex¬ 
eter. 

The group is currently 
being run by four members 
but Group Leader Meeri 
Wallace believes they need 
20 to 30 new volunteers to 
keep the group going. 

Meeri said: “I think at 


the moment we will only 
last until Christmas. There 
are really just two or three 
of us running the whole 
branch now and we can’t 
continue like that we need 
20 maybe 30 people. 

“At the moment we have 
no one to organise events 
and we need to raise £2000 
a year to keep the group 
running. At the moment 
we are all working 10 
hours a week at least and 
we can’t carry on. 

“We are appealing to 
mums of all backgrounds, 
there is a lot of support 
available from head office 
and from the committee 
you can put in as much or 
as little time as you have 
available whether its an 
hour a week or just a cou¬ 
ple of hours a month.” 

Post Natal Co-ordinator 
Suzanne Moore added: 


We need volunteers in 
order to keep running, 
when I started here I had 
very bad post-natal depres¬ 
sion and I wouldn’t have 
survived my second child 
without this group and 
meeting friends and the 
support. 

“There are lots of other 
mums here in the same po¬ 
sition and we need the 
group to keep running or 
these women will be on 
their own. “ 

Annabelle Hunt joined 
the group 3 years ago and 
was devastated to hear that 
the group was in danger: “I 
think it would be just 
awful if we lost the group, 
when I first started coming 
I didn’t realise how hard I 
was finding it. 

“It would be a huge loss 
and I realise now how dif¬ 
ficult my first baby was, 


no other group offers the 
same. They just keep you 
going on a Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

“Its great fun volunteer¬ 
ing here. I made some re¬ 
ally great friends having 
just moved into the area 
and its brilliant” she said. 

The group hold their 
AGM at the George Hotel 
in South Street, Bridport at 
8pm on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 7 th . Group leaders are 
urging volunteers to attend 
as this will be the crunch 
meeting for the group. 

There will also be a 
nearly new sale held by the 
group at Sal way Ash Vil¬ 
lage Hall from 2pm-4pm 
on Saturday, November 
28 th .

Low maintenance, sustainable 
plants for County Hall flowerbeds 


NEW low-maintenance, 
sustainable plants are set 
to replace the existing 
flowerbeds at the front of 
County Hall in Dorchester 
- aimed at saving Dorset 
County Council thousands 
of pounds per year. 
Planting of the new garden 
started this week. 

The arrangement, called 
Wildwoods, he has been 


designed to tell the story of 
the evolution of plants in 
Dorset and reflect the 
county’s outstanding natu¬ 
ral environment. 

A council spokesman 
said the garden will pro¬ 
vide better long-term value 
for money than the exist¬ 
ing flowerbeds, which are 
high-maintenance. The 
plants will be sourced 


from local nurseries where 
possible and many are 
drought resistant, which 
means they will live longer 
and be cheaper to look 
after. 

The scheme has been 
drawn up by the county 
council’s Natural Environ¬ 
ment team in partnership 
with Dorset Works Organ¬ 
isation, the council’s con¬

tracting arm, which will 
look after the planting. 

The garden has been de¬ 
signed to use a wide range 
of plants and rocks to re¬ 
flect the county’s unique 
and diverse environment. 
The choice of species tells 
a story of the development 



of plants from the end of 
the Ice Age right through 
to today. 

Woodland, heathland, 
grassland and hedgerows 
are represented in the 
scheme, which have all 
played a major part in 
shaping the economic, so¬ 
cial and environmental 
landscape of Dorset. 

Rocks, pine, ferns and 
groundcover juniper will 
be used to represent the 
early phase of the ‘wild- 
wood’. Butcher’s Broom 


and spurge reflect further 
development of the mixed 
woodland as the climate 
warmed. Box and fennel 
were introduced by the 
Romans and box hedging 
also represents the later 
human development of the 
landscape of Dorset. 
Fescue grasses indicate the 
gradual shift to agriculture 
from wildwood as it was 
cleared for farming. 
Arable weeds such as 
Mullein appeared in the 
landscape, while herba¬ 
ceous species such as Di- 
anthus increased among 
the remaining woodland 


edges. 

Finally, lavender and ju¬ 
niper represent the types of 
Mediterranean plants that 
may become more com¬ 
mon as the climate 
changes and Miscanthus 
may also be seen more in 
the future as a bio-fuel en¬ 
ergy crop. Anemone and 
Crocosmia represent com¬ 
mon introduced garden 
plants from around the 
world. 

Anjana Ford, Jurassic 
Coast education coordina¬ 
tor, said: “The new sus¬ 
tainable garden at County 
Hall will add an extra di¬ 


mension for schools visit¬ 
ing the Roman Town 
House, which is located 
within the council 
grounds. Some of the 
plants used in the garden, 
such as fennel and box 
hedge, were introduced by 
the Romans and would 
have been used in day to 
day household life. 

“Schools will be encour¬ 
aged to explore the differ¬ 
ent plants in the garden 
within the context of 
Roman life through a ded¬ 
icated learning pack, 
which will bring their visit 
to life.”

Haddock fish fingers 
serves 4 

THIS dish is of course a 
bit more labour-inten¬ 
sive than reaching into 
the freezerbut well 
worth the extra effort. 

We know that kids love 
them, and grown-ups too 
and interesting whether 
they detect the differ¬ 
ence in the real from the 
faux. 

Serve these with 
tartare sauce and classic 
mushy peas or a simple 
salad and chips and I’ll 
let you into a little sub¬ 
mission a bag of frozen 
peas can be blended to a 
coarse puree to make 
posh pea puree. 

You can use pollack for 
this or any other firm 
white fish. 

500g haddock fillet, 
skinned, boned and cut 
into 8cm x 2cm fingers 
flour for dusting 

1 large egg, beaten 
lOOg fresh white bread¬ 
crumbs 

vegetable or corn oil for 
frying 

Season the pieces of 
haddock with salt and 
pepper. Spread the flour 
in one shallow dish, put 
the beaten egg in an¬ 
other and the bread¬ 
crumbs in a third. Coat 
the pieces of fish first in 
the flour, then the egg 
and finally the bread¬ 
crumbs. 

Heat a generous 
amount of oil in a heavy- 
bottomed frying pan and 
cook the fish fingers for 
about 2 minutes on each 
side, until nicely 
browned. Drain on some 
kitchen paper and serve. 

Creamed Arbroath 
smokies with soft- 
boiled duck egg 
serves 4 

ARBROATH smokies are 
not as popular as the 
once were and in my 
eyes need a bit of a re¬ 
vival. 

I think along with kip¬ 
pers they probably just 
drifted out of vogue 
maybe because home 
cooks didn’t want there 
kitchen stinking or 
maybe the bones. 

If you cant get Ar¬ 
broath smokies then just 
poach and lightly flake 
some smoked Finnan 
haddock. Serve with sol¬ 
diers of toast as a break¬ 
fast dish or a starter. 

2 arbroath smokies or 
about 500g smoked had¬ 
dock, skinned and 
boned 


1 leek, halved, finely 
shredded and washed 
a couple of good knobs 
of butter 

250-300ml double cream 
4 duck’s eggs 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Remove the skin from 
the smokies then remove 
the flesh from the bones, 
double checking you 
haven’t left any in. If 
your using smoked had¬ 
dock then poach it in 
milk or water for 3-4 
minutes, drain and 
break up the flesh. 

Gently cook the leeks 
in the butter for 3-4 min¬ 
utes until soft then ad 
the cream and smokies. 
Season lightly and sim¬ 
mer until the cream has 
reduced and just coating 
the fish. Check the sea¬ 
soning and re season if 
necessary. 

Meanwhile soft boil the 
ducks eggs by carefully 
placing in simmering 
water for five minutes 
then refreshing in cold 
water for a minute so its 
cool enough to handle. 
Carefully peel and either 
serve whole on the 
creamed smokie or cut it 
in half.

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0) 'It was just what you had to do' 



I t was the early hours 
of the morning as 
driver George Glover 
unloaded his final few 
Jerry cans at a fuel depot 
in an unknown area of 
France. 

As he turned to get 
back in to the cab, he was 
confronted by two Ger¬ 
man soldiers just feet 
away from him. Un¬ 
armed and with a Tommy 
Gun pointing straight at 
them, he turned to his 
driving partner. “What 
are we going to do now?” 
asked his friend. “I don’t 
know they’re the ones 
with the gun,” George 
said. 

His friend decided to 
take a chance and wres¬ 
tled the gun from the 
German officer and they 
marched them back to 
their base. 

The two German offi¬ 
cers turned out to be Pol¬ 
ish deserters who had 
been forced to fight. 

This, said George, was 
one of the most frighten¬ 
ing times he had during 
the war but it was one of 
many close shaves. 

Due to the nature of his 
job as an apprentice com¬ 


positor George was ex¬ 
empt from a call up to the 
army for 12 months. 

Having registered at 17, 
it wasn’t until he was re¬ 
placed in his job after a 
year that he was called 
up into the Royal Army 
Service Corps. 

His papers came 
through on February, 
12th 1942 when he was 
just 19. 

George was posted to 
the number one training 
Battalion in 

Bournemouth where he 
did his drill, footwork 
and driving training. 

During his training 
George picked up his 
first war injury, which 
survives to this day. 

“I damaged my hearing 
during training on the 
range. Five or six others 
had fired the gun before 
me and now it was my 
turn. The first round I 
fired the whole lot blew 
up. 

“The magazine came 
out, the bolt came out 
and I couldn’t hear a 
thing. I went to the Med¬ 
ical Officer who told me 
it would come back in 
about two or three days.

“It didn’t get any better 
all through the war years 
but I never did anything 
about until 20 years ago. 
I had it checked out by 
Vauxhall who I worked 
for in Luton and they had 
told me the deafness had 
been caused by the blast. 
“When I moved here I 
went to the ministry 
about it and they sent 
someone down to have a 
look. A nurse came and 
checked my hearing and 
then I had a letter to say 
that I had been awarded a 
pension for it, which I 
should have had when I 
came out the army. 

“Anyway they said I 
would be awarded a pen¬ 
sion and it would be 
backdated to when it 
should have started. It 
worked out at £21 a week 
so I got about £1,000.” 

George was posted to 
Donnington and then 
Bradford before the 
newly formed 516 com¬ 
pany for the D-Day Inva¬ 
sion. 
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George collected his 
vehicle from Glasgow 
and was then posted to 
Walton-on-the-Naize. He 
first stepped on foreign 
land on D-Day plus two. 

“Nobody realised how 
big the Normandy land¬ 
ings were going to be. 
When we got our march¬ 
ing orders we went off to 
Southampton and we laid 
there until we got the or¬ 
ders that we had to go 
forward.” 

George was not able to 
enter the compound at 
Southampton as he had to 
stay outside with his ve¬ 
hicle. 

On D-Day plus two he 
drove his vehicle onto a 
landing ship tanks and 
then spent nine hours at 
sea as they travelled to 
Normandy where he 
landed at Juno beach. 

After arriving at Nor¬ 
mandy George almost 
found himself driving 
straight into the hands of 
the enemy. 

“We got inside 
Courselles and then our 
convoy stopped, or at 
least I thought it had 
stopped. The lorry in 
front of me had broken 
down but I couldn’t see 
past it. 

“I got out to have a look 
and a dispatch rider came 
up and he told me to go 
on. I pulled round him 
and went off and we 
came to a junction. There 
was a Canadian Military 
Police Officer there who 
waved me on. 

“We got about half a 
mile down the road and 
we saw these two sol¬ 
diers sitting in the hedge 
with a Vickers machine 
gun. I asked them if a 
convoy had come past 
and we were looking for 
number one line of com¬ 
munications. 

“He said ‘if you go up 
there a bit further you’ll 
be in number one line of 
communications because 
Jerry’s up there’." 

While spending such a 
long time away from 
home, receiving a letter 
was something George 
always looked forward 
to. 

He was out on detach¬ 
ment at a coal depot on 
the outskirts of 
Brunswick where once a 
week a driver would 
come and deliver the 
mail. Having gone six 
weeks without receiving 
a letter George felt some¬ 
thing was up and asked 
the driver if he could go 
back with him to the 
depot. 

“ It was only four or 
five miles down the road. 



We got in the motor and 
this old fat woman got 
in next to me. There 
were three of us in the 
cab with me wedged in 
the middle. There were 
all these young German 
lads on the back as well 
who lived in Brunswick 
and worked with us at 
the coal depot. 

“We were driving 
along and we got stuck 
behind a horse and cart. 
There was traffic com¬ 
ing the other way so the 
driver tried overtaking 
on the nearside of it but 
as he did the bank gave 
way. 

“The motor went 
down the bank and I was 
stuck with this woman 
on top of me and she 
was a big lady.” 

He managed to push 
his way out and get clear 
of the vehicle, his 
biggest worry was the 
lorry catching alight. 

After checking no-one 
was hurt George man¬ 
aged to get to the road¬ 
side and thumb a lift to 
Brunswick with a pass¬ 
ing car. 

“When I got into the 
camp I told them what 
had happened and they 
sent a motor out to tow 
the van back and then to 


top it all off, when I got 
the post and I had no let¬ 
ters at all!” 

George had a few 
lucky escapes but there 
were many who weren’t 
so lucky. 

George was asleep in 
his lorry one day in Nor¬ 
mandy while he was 
loaded up with ammo. 
When he was ready to 
leave someone told him 
that one of the guys 
loading the lorry was his 
neighbour from back 
home. George decided 
to try and find him a 
couple of days later 
when he returned. 

“When I came back 
after delivering my 
ammo, I spoke to my of¬ 
ficer and he said I could 
go up to see if could see 
him. When I got there 
they told me he was 
killed the night before. 
Four of them went up to 
lay a smokescreen and a 
shell landed between 
them and killed the lot 
of them. 

“I found out after¬ 
wards that the day be¬ 
fore he got killed he was 
speaking to his brother 
in the next village from 
where he was stationed, 
so at least he saw his 
brother before he got 


killed.” 

George was a month 
shy of being de-mobbed 
when he was given 
compassionate leave. 

George was one of 
five brothers, four of 
which served in the war. 
George’s brother John 
had spent four years in a 
prisoner of war camp 
before being re-patriated 
due to illness. 

“The story was that he 
was hit round the head 
with a rifle butt while he 
was being marched to 
Germany. 

“He spent nearly four 
years in hospital in Ger¬ 
many and he was 20 
years in hospital when 
he came out.” 

George returned to 
Normandy in 2004 to 
celebrate the 60th an¬ 
niversary of D-Day. 

He was given a heroe’s 
welcome but is very 
humble about what he 
did. 

“I think you have to be 
proud of what you did 
over there but at the 
time you just took it in 
your stride. I didn’t even 
think about it, it was just 
what you had to do,” he 
said.

Can Brit-built Astra make it two 
COTYs in a row for Vauxhall?

In fact, the Astra has won COTY 
once before, in 1985 for the Mk. 2 
model.

Best ever result for Dorset swimmers 


SIX local youngsters were 
delighted to secure a cov¬ 
eted place in the Dorset 
squad to compete in the 
British Gas sponsored Na¬ 
tional County Team Cham¬ 
pionships at Pond's Forge, 
Sheffield. 

Tom Mules, Tom Crew, 
Tom John and Rebecca 
Beal of Tornadoes of South 
Dorset, Rebecca Man of 
Weymouth SC and Peter 
Thornton of West Dorset 
SC all contributed to 
Dorset's best ever result of 
12 th place out of 20 in Divi¬ 
sion One. 

This was a remarkable 
achievement given that 
their opponents included 
much bigger counties 
such as Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, and combined 
teams such as Northum¬ 
berland and Durham, and 
Berks and South Bucks. 

Throughout the compe¬ 
tition the Dorset swim¬ 
mers fought for every 
point to consolidate last 
year's promotion to Divi¬ 
sion One. 

"The whole team swam 
exceptionally well and 
supported each other en¬ 
thusiastically," said team 
manager Sue Smart. "We 
couldn't take our eyes off 
the scoreboard as we 


moved in and out of the 
relegation places." 

In the end it was 
eleventh, eight and second 
places in the last three re¬ 
lays which finally secured 
Division One status. 

These results came from 
the boys' 12-13 yrs medley 
team with Thornton and 
Mules doing the back- 
stroke and fly legs, and the 
girls' 14-15 yrs medley 
team with Man as anchor 
in the freestyle finish. 

Mules also starred in the 
final event, the 6x 50m 
cannon freestyle team 
which finished in second 
place.

Crew, Mules and Man 
had been selected for the 
County team in previous 
years but for Thornton, 
John and Beal, it was their 
debut appearance. 

Janet Hewitt, head coach 
at West Dorset com¬ 
mented: "It's fantastic that 
between them West 
Dorset, Tornadoes and 
Weymouth got six of the 
squad places.The standard 


is the highest - you have to 
be the best in the county 
to get your place. That's a 
particularly good achieve¬ 
ment for swimmers from 
the smaller clubs. 

"We're up against the 
likes of Bournemouth and 
Ferndown who have so 
many more swimmers to 
draw from 

Sheila Short, Hon Secre¬ 
tary of Weymouth SC, 
agreed that the three local 
clubs should be proud of 
their swimmers' perfor¬ 
mances while Tornadoes' 
Chairman, Kelvin Dawe, 
added his congratulations 
to the individual swim¬ 
mers for their selection to 
the team and their contri¬ 
bution to its achievement.

A DARK week in Weymouth's proud history ended on 
a high with a first Blue Square South away victory of 
the season. 

Talk of administration and liquidation was shelved 
for 90 minutes as Ian Hutchinson's men did them¬ 
selves and their supporters proud at Bishop's Stort- 
ford. 

But in fairness, it wasn't a great surprise with the Ter¬ 
ras having improved immensely over the past month. 

Once the league's whipping boys - Weymouth were 
beaten 6-2 by their opponents at the View From Sta¬ 
dium back in August - Hutchinson has now instilled 
a new found belief in his players that defies the club's 
off-field struggles.

Their forecasts will be critical to sailing in Wey¬ 
mouth, rowing at Eton Dorney, tennis at Wimbledon 
and archery at Lord's - events that will be vulnerable 
to changing weather patterns. 

Director of sport, Debbie Jevans, said: "The 
weather has a direct bearing on a number of sports 
where detailed forecasts will help us ensure the 
events will run smoothly."

O'BRIEN FUMES AT DISMAL DISPLAY 


DORCHESTER TOWN 1 EASTLEIGH 2 
Blue Square South - Attendance: 419 

MANAGER Roy O'Brien was left seething at his side's dis¬ 
mal display, describing them as"Jekyll and Hyde" after 
they surrendered an early lead at the Jewson Stadium last 
Tuesday. 

Having earned the county town their second successive 
away win with a battling display at Havant &Waterloovilie 
just three days earlier, the same players produced an 
inept performance that left the home fans bewildered. 

The Magpies got off to a flying start by taking the lead 
in the fifth minute when Andre McCollins floated a diag¬ 
onal pass just over Aaron Cooke's head for Ryan Moss. The 
striker strode forward purposefully before beating Steve 
Arnold with a powerful drive from an acute angle that 
dipped over the keeper's head and into the far corner of 
the net. 

Eastleigh responded almost immediately and former 
Magpie Jamie Brown had Regan Coward producing the 
first of a string of saves that kept Dorchester in the game 
when he had to be sharp to get down to his right to stop 
Brown's shot after he was put in. 

Dorchester started to lose their way in the fog that had 
descended on the Jewson Stadium and Eastleigh started 
to take control. Anthony Riviere's volley was deflected for 
a corner before they had a great chance to level the 
scores from the penalty spot following Ashley Vickers 
rash challenge from behind. 

However Coward produced another superb spot kick 
save, his third in four this season, by diving low to his left 
to keep out Brett Poate's effort. 

They survived another scare on 27 minutes when Tony 
Taggart's vicious shot took a deflection before hitting

HAVING watched England disappoint rather against Aus¬ 
tralia last weekend, I really should have watched a local 
rugby game on Saturday last. Old loyalties proved too strong 
however and I journeyed to Sandy Park to watch Exeter play 
the Cornish Pirates. 

In the event though, there were one or two who were also 
absent from the local rugby scene. The HONITON first side 
were without a fixture in the Devon League North and East 
section. Their Colts side too had the weekend off. 

In Somerset, the Chard third side were able to do their 
Christmas shopping early, while over in Dorset & Wilts 
League Division Three (South), the Weymouth second side 
were likewise involved. 

In fact, a weekend that was already a little sparse as far as 
local rugby was concerned, was made even more so after the 
weather had taken a hand. 

Understandably after wet Friday, SIDMOUTH’S game 
against visitors, BRIXHAM that was due to take place at the 
Blackmoor, together with WEYMOUTH’S home encounter 
against WARMINSTER, fell victim to the weather. 

CHARD’S Somerset Premier league game at the Dening 
Field against OLD SULAINS and the outing of CHARD 2nd 
at SOMERTON, were both called off owing to the respective 
grounds being deemed unfit for play.

THE Bridport club is, overall, stronger in depth than it has 
been in recent years and it coped with some seven team 
changes in beating an improving home side after a game in 
which the weather played a massive role.

THE SAWYER IMPRESSES FRANCOME 

THE SAWYER earned high praise from former 
seven times champion national hunt jockey John 
Francome who claimed he would "come out of re¬ 
tirement to ride that horse"despite finishing sec¬ 
ond at Cheltenham last Friday. 

The nine-year-old was having a warm-up race 
prior to racing next weekend either at Haydock in 
the Betfair Chase or the Becher Handicap Chase 
at Aintree as a possible stepping stone to the 
John Smith Grand National next April. 

Although beaten into second place in the Irish 
Times Amateur Riders' Handicap Chase by Razor 
Royale, he jumped superbly throughout the race, 
prompting the comment from Francome now an 
award winning pundit on Channel 4's Racing pro¬ 
gramme. 

Trainer Bob Buckler added: It was an amazingly 
good run. He jumped superbly from fence to 
fence and never put a foot wrong and Mark Wall 
gave him a lovely ride." 

Unfortunately Dream Champion who was dis¬ 
puting the lead with the first two fell two out forc¬ 
ing Wall to take evasive action resulting in him 
losing his stirrups. By the time he recovered Nigel 
Twiston-Davis's horse had stolen a march on him. 

"Doesn't he deserve to win a race," said Buckler 
after Clyffe Hanger was beaten a neck at Exeter. 
"That's the third time in a month he has finished 
in the frame without winning. 

"The handicapper keeps raising his weight; he 
as been put up 201b since he finished second at 
Kempton 18 months ago but has still continued 
to improve; but he continues to put in very con¬ 
sistent performances." 

With winner The Great Alfie they were 25 
lengths clear of the third horse which will proba¬ 


bly mean another penalty. 

His only two wins came as a five year old but 
after losing confidence after a fall over fences, 
Buckler reverted him back to hurdling. Having put 
in a number of good performances. Buckler will 
now start schooling him back over fences to try 
and regain his confidence. 

"He's not the bravest horse but has great poten¬ 
tial." 

MITCHELL STILL PINCHING HIMSELF 

NICK Mitchell still cannot quite believe he 
notched up a big-race double two Saturday's ago. 

The Listener's all-the-way win 
the JNwine.com Champion Chase at Down Royal 
and Ellerslie George's success in the Badger Ales 
Trophy at Wincanton gave the Piddletrenthide 
trainer a day to remember. 

He said:"lt was unbelievable. Even the morning 
after it was not quite registering. Guy Henderson, 
the owner of Ellerslie George, rang up and asked 
if it did actually happen and I said it did as it was 
in the newspapers." 

Mitchell reports his two stable stars to be in top 
form following their well-documented exploits. 

"The Listener looks really good. Those condi¬ 
tions are the key to him. I don't know another 
horse that can handle horrible ground like he 
does and his jumping was impeccable. 

"It will be the plan to go back for the John 
Durkan at Punchestown next month. He's won it 
before and he nearly won it again last year. It will 
be a hotter race by the look of it. He's a Grade 1 
chaser so he'll keep going in those races." 

In contrast, Ellerslie George may well be given 
a holiday after his victory in the hands of the 
owner's son, 7lb-claiming amateur Robbie Hen¬ 


derson. 

"He too is as bright as a button. I was proud of 
Robbie. He carried out my instructions to a tee 
and slightly stole it a bit," Mitchell went on. 

"The plan was to use his jumping and the fact 
he had the lightest weight in the end. We wanted 
to make that tell. 

"We'll see what the handicapper does to him, 
but we might give him a little break now. I've got 
to talk to the owner but there's a possibility of 
bringing him back early spring. He does like de¬ 
cent ground." 

Tizzard looking for handicappers help 

COLIN Tizzard is hoping the handicapper will 
show some mercy and drop Joe Lively a few 
pounds following his comeback run at Down 
Royal. 

The Dorset trainer feels his smart staying chaser 
is hard to place and would like to see a drop in his 
rating of 165. 

Joe Lively won the Letheby & Christopher Chase 
at Cheltenham in January but then injured a ten¬ 
don at Kempton in February. He was having his 
first race since when fifth to The Listener in theJN- 
wine.com Champion Chase.

TALKING WITH TREVOR: Postponement a blessing 


MANAGER Trevor Senior whilst looking 
forward to Saturday's local derby with 
Chard Town feels last weekend's post¬ 
ponement was a blessing in disguise.
